The operator of Daytona was on his own while being in the transmitting 
studio. At around o83o his dog began to bark lpudly but the OP belie¬ 
ved it was due to cows outside. What he could not have known was that 
there was armed police together with Dutch GPO-men waiting for 
Daytona's start (all in all 7 persons!). When the programme had 
commenced, police and GPO raided the house and confiscated the short- 
wave- and mediurawave-transmitter together with studioequipment worth 
several thousand Dutch-florin. A farewell-transmission is planned 
via another station, probably R.Gerona . The OP of Daytona now sells 
copies of the mastertapes of the programmes transmitted in June, July, 
August, and September. Every programme is on 3 compact-cassettes C60 
of high-quality (TDK) and costs DM 4o,-- (EACH!!!!), You can contact 
R.Daytona via Postbus 1o, 954o AA Vlagtwedde, Netherlands.

Symonds claimed that he had no idea who installed it and British Telecom 
said that they will not raid this new tx unless ordered to do so by the 
governement...A new transmitter of 5oc W has just been completed and 
when '"installed they may move to 1 o26 kHz...

Atlanta Radio who recently made a comeback on 629o kHz plans to be on 
in a.few weeks time (perhaps even at Christmas ??). The transmitter they 
use.is not the old Atlanta-rig but the device used by ABC Radio in 198o. 
Their antenna is a normal half wave dipole and the main valve is the 
famous 8o7. The excellent modulation is obtained by compressing the audio 
signal during the recording and cutting the bass frequencies.
